Washington, Jan. 4.—An expected 


attack on the administration's for- 
eign policy and its course in the sub- 
marine crisis failed to materialize in 
the senate today when that body, af-

Clarence D. Kinney, a native son 


of Newark, Chief Quarter Master in 
he United States navy and now sta- 
tioned at the navy yards in Bren- 
merton, Washington, will at the age 
of 37, be eligible to retirement at 
a pension of $142 a month. He en- 
listed in the navy eighteen years ago 
at a salary of $12 a month. 


'Mr. Kinney has seen service 
in 


every sea port in the world and is in 
line for the admiralty should he de- 
cide to accept a higher warrant at 
the expiration of three years. 
He 


holds the honor of being one of the 
youngest men ever eligible to retire- 
ment from the navy, and one of the 
very few ever in line for the admir- 
alty, who did not attend school at 
Annapolis. 


Mr. Kinney was born in Newark 


and received his education in 
the 


grammar grades. His father, an en- 
gineer on the Baltimore 
& 
Ohio 


railroad 'was killed in a wreck 
at 


the Union street crossing in 1889. 
A short time later his mother died 
and he went to live with Dr. A. M. 
Winters, corner Fourth and Locust 
streets. In 1897 he joined the navy 
and his advancement since has been 
rapid. 
He now owns property 
in 


Newark and a farm near Saginaw, 
Michigan. He expects to 
settle 
in 


Michigan after his retirement. 
He 


is a member of Acme Lodge 554, F. 
& A. M. of this city. 


The first time he saw service un- 


der fire was at the boxer uprising in 
China where he participated in the 
seige of Pekin, China. He was bad- 
ly wounded during the seige and for 
many weeks was in a hospital. The 
second time he was under fire was in 
the 
Philippines. 
Here 
again 
he 


was dangerously wounded and 
re- 


mained a long time 
in a hospital. 


Six times he has circled the globe 
and upon two occasions was muster- 
ed out in a foreign country. Each 
time he re-enlisted for which 
the 


government allowed him a credit of 
two years. A navy man is not eligi- 
ble to retirement under the period 
of 26 years service, -but the 
four 


years allowed Kinney for enlisting 
in a foreign country makes his time 
only 21 years. 


During his service at Pekin and 


in the Philippines, he was a lands- 
man. 


Later he studied torpedoing, mine- 


building, gunnery 
and 
deep 
sea 


diving at Chalesea, Mass. 
He was 


stationed one year at Fort Comfort 
and two years in Saginaw, Michigan. 
While in Saginaw he was married. 
His wife now is the proprietor of 
one of the largest millinery stores in 
Brenmerton, Washington. 


When the boat Missouri blew up 


in Pensicular, he was a member of 
the crew, under Commander Cowles. 
Mr. Kinney also received injuries at 
that time which compelled him to 
remain for some time in a hospital. 
He has had many thrilling exper- 
iences in foreign lands and waters 
and the letters to Newark friends 
are 
minature 
travelogues. He is 


now the highest non-commissioned 
officer in point of service. The last 
boat he saw service upon was the 
Colorado when he served as quarter- 
master. 


Mr. Kinney has an older brother 


who is doing service with the United 
States Army. 
A remarkable coin- 


cidence was that the brothers were 
stationed at Saginaw, Michigan at 
the same time and 
for the 
same 


period. 


When Mr. Kinney joined the navy 


his health was very poor and the 
navy seemed to offer the best solu- 
tion to the way to 
regain 
what 


Newark could not give. 
That he 


chose right was evinced upon his 
first visit to Newark in that he was 
over 6 feet tall and weighed about 
195 pounds. 


He is absolutely a self made man 


and one that the people of Newark 
are proud to claim a native son.

ALARMS OVERLAP 


While both companies from head- 


quarters 
were 
lighting a serious 


blaze in the barn ot Jajiies Burns at 
the lower end of Sixth street, a fire 
broke out in a storage room under 
the sidewalk in front of the Charles 
F. Schaus grocery m West 
Moin 


street. A telephone call notified the 
fire department and No 
57 
was 


sounded, calling the three idle com- 
panies to the business district. 


The fire at the Schaus store orig- 


inated in a box of excelsior and aft- 
er it had been subdued to some ex- 
tent, the entire fire vas carried to 
the plug in front of the store and all 
remaining fire extinguished. 


The work at the Burns fire 
had 


about been completed and when the 
call from the business district 
was 


sounded the two headquarters com- 
panies left the Burns place and made 
a rapid run to the Schaus place. The 
services of the companies were not 
needed. 


At the Burns barn, the fire was 


found in the upper portion of 
the 


building where a largo quantity of 
corn fodder 
and 
some 
hay were

for the construction of the building. 
This action was taken following the 
presentation of communications from 
nearly 100 
business- men, 
urging 


that this action be taken. 
Solicitor 


Norpell in a statement to council, 
reviewed the progress of the proposal 
to construct a federal building here 
and told of a conference he had in 
December with Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Newton in Washington. 
He also read to council a letter from 
Congressman Ashbrook and Assistant 
Secretary Newton. These letters sug- 
gested such action on the part of 
council to insure action this summer 
on the building operations. 


W. H. Mazey and D. C. Metz ad- 


dressed council favoring the action 
taken. 
Councilman Seward 
stated 


that he had been opposed to any com- 
promise, believing 
that 
the 
city 


should have received a greater com- 
pensation than $1 for its title in the 
park site, but that since the state 
of affairs had been explained he be- 
lieved that the city's best interests 
would be subserved if council author- 
ized the solicitor to withdraw his ac- 
tion pending in the federal district 
court. 


Council also started the legislation
